Home sweet home 

The RCMP accommodation 
issue is again being debated at 
the provincial level. No details 
were available for print, how¬ 
ever the town has agreed to wait 
to see what happens in discus¬ 
sions with the local MLA and 
other officials at the provincial 
level.

Town council made a motion 
to continue negotiations, based 
on a presentation, regarding 
what is known as the Ed Nolan 
Building on Main Street and 21 
Ave. 

Pretty planting 

The town council received 
word from The Alberta Sport, 
Recreation and Wildlife Foun¬ 
dation that they were given 
$3000 in funding to help pur¬ 
chase trees for the Parks, 
Greenspace and Downtown Tree 
Planting Program. Some of the 
councillors questioned whether 
there may be money in the ac¬ 
count of the now defunct Busi¬ 
ness Revitalization Zone set 
aside to plant trees downtown.

A model resolution for new 
terms of reference for munici¬ 
pal governments was supported 
by Didsbury Town council. The 
resolution, sent to them by the 
Federation of Canadian Munici¬ 
palities, addresses how the roles 
and responsibilities of local^)f- 
fices have changed over^.- 
years. It outlines more power 
for local governments and more 
autonomy and better relation¬ 
ships with provincial govern¬ 
ments. One area specifically ad¬ 
dressed is the downloading of 
provincial responsibilities to 
municipal authorities. It says 
that towns, counties or villages 
should have the right to refuse 
to take on extra responsibility 
unless money to support it 
comes with it. 

There was no discussion on 


the document and the motion to 
support was carried with Coun. 
Gary Dolha opposed.

Alberta Agriculture, Food 
and Rural Development will 
be holding 16 open houses 
around the province to get 
public input on regulatory 
options for livestock opera¬ 
tions, Ed Stelmach, Minister 
of Alberta Agriculture, Food 
and Rural Development 
(AAFRD) announced April 15. 

The Didsbury open house 
will be May 14 in the Curling 
Rink from 2-8 p.m. 

On March 30, the Minister 
released a Discussion Paper 
on Regulatory Options for 
Livestock Operations. The 
open houses are intended to 
increase awareness of the Dis¬ 
cussion Paper and encourage 
individuals and groups to fill 
out the accompanying ques¬ 
tionnaire. Teams of resource 
people from AAFRD as well as 
various government depart¬ 
ments including Environmen¬ 
tal Protection, Health and 


Municipal Affairs will be avail¬ 
able to answer questions about 
the options presented as well 
as the new draft Code of Prac¬ 
tice for Responsible Livestock 
Development and Manure 
Management. Local municipal 
government councillors and 
staff are encouraged to attend 
the open houses. 

"Tve said from the begin¬ 
ning that we are open to sug¬ 
gestions and ideas," said 
Stelmach. "All those involved 
are looking forward to getting 
a wide variety of views on vari¬ 
ous options, including options 
that we may have not identi¬ 
fied in the document." 

The public is encouraged to 
drop in, obtain more informa¬ 
tion and fill out a question¬ 
naire. The open houses will 
run from 2-8 p.m., to encourage 
as many people as possible to 
participate. A list of meeting 
locations, times and dates is 


attached and will be widely pub¬ 
licized in local newspapers. 

The Discussion Paper was 
created in response to concerns 
expressed by municipal govern¬ 
ments, livestock developers and 
private citizens regarding the 
current process for approval of 
new livestock facilities, as well 
as the framework for monitor¬ 
ing and enforcing the environ¬ 
mental sustainability of exist¬ 
ing livestock operations. 

AAFRD staff would like to 
receive all responses by June 1, 
1998. Results from the ques¬ 
tionnaire and open houses will 
be compiled into a summary 
document that will be brought 
forward to the Standing Policy 
Committee on Agriculture and 
Rural Development. Following 
that, further defined proposals 
regarding livestock operations 
and possible regulations will be 
circulated for consultation later 
this fall.

DNA data bank a hoax, says CPA: Wildrose Report

The Liberal government's re¬ 
fusal to allow police officers the 
power to collect DNA samples 
at the time of arrest is a major 
step backward in the fight 
against crime. 

Bill C-3, currently before the 


House of Commons, would cre¬ 
ate a DNA data bank to be 
administered by the RCMP and 
would include DNA samples of 
dangerous or repeat offenders 
convicted of serious crimes, as 
well as DNA profiles of evidence 
such as hair or blood, recovered 
from scenes of unsolved crimes.

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The Reform Party and the 
Canadian Police Association are 
calling for amendments to Bill 
C-3, before third reading in the 
House of Commons. If these 
amendments are not forthcom¬ 
ing then both parties won't sup¬ 
port the bill. 

The main amendment must 
allow DNA samples to be taken 
at the time of arrest, like a 
fingerprint, not after convic¬ 
tion for a crime. It goes without 
saying that if a person is charged 
with a lesser crime but knows 
he will be caught for an un¬ 
solved rape or murder if he is 
convicted and a DNA sample is 
taken, that person will disap¬ 
pear as soon as they are re¬ 
leased on bail. 

The Bill also doesn’t allow 
samples to be taken from incar¬ 
cerated criminals other than 
designated offenders, danger¬ 
ous offenders, multiple sex of¬ 
fenders and multiple murder¬ 
ers. People like Clifford Olson, 
Daniel Gingras and Allan 
Legere, just to name a few, are 
the types of individuals who 
will not have their DNA sam¬ 
ples taken for the purposes of 
profiling. Beyond this, the fail¬ 
ure to sample all convicted 
criminals will limit the chances 
of other crimes being solved as 
well. 

The Justice Department 
continues to state that these 
amendments are not possible 
since the law would not with¬ 
stand a challenge under the 
charter. In a letter supplied to 
me by the President of the 
Canadian Police Association, 
Neil Jessop, the CPA obtained 
an independent legal opinion 
from a highly respected crimi- 
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nal defence and constitutional 
lawyer, Mr. Danson. He 
states: 

"We have been unable to 
identify any credible argument 
that would support the propo¬ 
sition that Bill C-3, if amended, 
to permit DNA testing at ar¬ 
rest, would somehow be ren¬ 
dered unconstitutional. If that 
were so, then Bill C-3, as cur¬ 
rently drafted, along with Sec¬ 
tions 487.05-487.09 of the 
Criminal Code of Canada would 
be unconstitutional. If the Gov¬ 
ernment chooses to restrict 
DNA testing to the date of 
conviction rather than the 
date of arrest, then that is a 
purely political judgement. 
There are no legal impedi¬ 
ments." 

The Justice Department, af¬ 
ter being presented with this 
information, refused to pro¬ 
vide any legal opinion in writ¬ 
ing on which they based their 
vague Charter vulnerability 
threat. 


Without any movement on 
the part of the Justice Depart¬ 
ment at this time, the Cana¬ 
dian Police Association has 
concluded that "the Govern¬ 
ment has wilfully chosen to 
ignore the advice of all law 
enforcement professionals. 
Never before have we encoun¬ 
tered such injustifiable and 
unprincipled opposition to a 
matter of grave national pub¬ 
lic safety." The Canadian Po¬ 
lice Association is not opposed 
to the creation of a DNA Data 
Bank but is opposed to the 
way "the Bill is drafted it per¬ 
petrates a hoax on the Cana¬ 
dian public that their govern¬ 
ment is acting in a manner 
consistent with public safety.” 

My only conclusion is that 
when the rank and file officers 
of this country have long ad¬ 
vocated DNA identification 
technology and they find fault 
in the drafting of this legisla¬ 
tion its time to take stock and 
go back to the drawing board.

Victims of injustice 

Dear Editor, 

Recent media reports have indicated renewed interest in compen¬ 
sation by the Canadian government for victims of violations of 
human rights. The prime example was, of course, the compensation 
to Japanese-Canadians interned during the Second World War. 

During the recent controversy over the Canadian War Museum 
and the proposed Holocaust gallery, organizations representing 
Chinese Canadians and Ukrainians, for example, were strongly 
represented. 

Premiers Mike Harris and Ralph Klein have both recently been 
forced to do an about-face following public outrage over what was 
seen as insensitive and bureaucratic approaches to handling the 
compensation for surviving Dionne quintuplets and for Albertans 
sterilized under that province's now defunct eugenics law. 

Canada's Hong Kong Veterans have not, as yet, been compensated 
despite an "all party" resolution from the prestigious House of 
Commons on Foreign Affairs and International Trade, which sug¬ 
gested reparations be paid by the Canadian government and a claim 
be made against Japan. 

As Patron of the Hong Kong Veterans of Canada, I sincerely hope 
that the accumulated claims piling up will not be allowed to interfere 
with this position by the Canadian government concerning the 
reparations for our soldiers victimized in Japanese work camps. 

We first placed Hong Kong Veterans' Claim before the Human 
Rights Commission in Geneva in 1987. The justification, based on 
the Geneva Convention, has been verified by the United Nations. 
There is an international provision under which Canada, in protect¬ 
ing the rights of its own citizens, could pay the compensation of 
$24,000 a year to 350 survivors and register a legal claim against 
Japan under the Geneva Convention.

Radical gay 
rights interest groups, helped by 
a politicized supreme court are 
socially manipulating our soci¬ 
ety. 

Where are the politicians who 
stand for traditional families 
which strive to raise their kids 
with values and responsibilities 
that will nurture future genera¬ 
tions and sustain healthy com¬ 
munities? 

Yes, we have to encourage re¬ 
spect and tolerance for individu¬ 
als who are different whether we 
agree with them or not. It does 
not follow that we must bend to 
the desires of the radical gay 
lobby who, because of problems 
inherent to their behaviour, will 
never be satisfied no matter how 
much "normalcy" society offers 
them. They are crying for social 
acceptance but they need tough 
love more than appeasement. 
Many homosexuals hold tradi¬ 
tional values and just want to be 
left alone. I do not underesti¬ 
mate their challenges. 

Don’t be duped Alberta. The 


gay agenda is not about 
workplace or housing discrimi¬ 
nation. With the help of the Hu¬ 
man Rights Act and a liberal me¬ 
dia, they are systematically pro¬ 
curing all familial and spousal 
rights. Key to this is the propel¬ 
ling of their agenda into the 
school systems, such as is hap¬ 
pening in BC and now Saskatch¬ 
ewan. I just attended a confer¬ 
ence at the College of Education, 
University of Saskatchewan, 
Saskatoon called "Breaking the 
Silence: Gays and Lesbians in 
Our Schools." 

The gay rights movement is 
based on major deceptions. One 
of the main ones is that people 
are born homosexual and cannot 
change. The truth is that we are 
born with greater or lesser pro¬ 
pensities toward every human 
behaviour under the sun, includ¬ 
ing sexual orientation. It is also 
true that we are highly condi¬ 
tioned beings and creatures of 
habit. Our family upbringing, our 
spiritual training and our societal 
norms influence who we are and 
the choices we make. Realizing 
this demands we set a responsi¬ 
ble example, especially for our 
children, who are extremely sus¬ 


ceptible. 

This does not imply teaching 
hatred of any group, but it does 
require discernment and taking 
a stand for what is right. 

No Mr. Klein does not have to 
bow to political correctness and 
the humanistic decadence sweep¬ 
ing this country. Invoking the 
"Nothwithstanding Clause" 
would be to take a stand of right¬ 
eousness, and would gain him 
the hearts of most Albertans and 
the respect of Canadians as a 
whole.

Applications and nomina¬ 
tions for membership on Al¬ 
berta's 17 Regional Health Au¬ 
thority Boards are now being 
accepted, Health Minister 
Halvar Jonson, announced 
April 15. 

Approximately 170 posi¬ 
tions are to be filled. 

"Board Members of Regional 
Health Authorities provide 
leadership, ensure account¬ 
ability in the administration 
of health in Alberta and are 
instrumental in planning 
health services in their re¬ 
gions," said Jonson. 

"Successful candidates re¬ 
quire a strong commitment to 
ensuring access to quality 
health care and to health re¬ 
form," he said, adding that the 
experience for the Board mem¬ 
bers will be both challenging 
and rewarding. 

Current Board members are 
eligible to apply. 

Those interested in serving 
as members of Regional Health 
Authorities must meet specific 
eligibility criteria: nominees 
must be at least 18 years of 
age, Canadian citizens, resi¬ 
dent in Alberta for at least six 
months and resident in the 
health region for which they 
are seeking nomination. 

Additional information on 
eligibility is included with a 
three-part nomination pack¬ 
age, which must be submitted 
for each nominee.

The CWB and CN are 
looking forward to working to¬ 
gether cooperatively towards the 
improvement of the system for 
the benefit of all stakeholders," 
said Klassen. 

CN President and Chief Ex¬ 
ecutive Officer Paul M. Tellier 
said, "1 am pleased we have con¬ 
cluded a settlement. A long dis¬ 
pute is in no one's interests.

We do know one thing about 
where we are - and that is at a 
major milestone in the overall 
planning process for child and 
family services. Last January we 
completed the preliminary serv¬ 
ices plan. This Service Plan builds 
on that document, providing 
more direction on what services 
and supports should be available 
and how they should be pro¬ 
vided. We are pleased to have 
reached this milestone and to be 
engaged in more consultations 
with communities to ensure that 
we have accurately reflected the 
input they have provided. 

Feedback on the plan, to date, 
has been fairly positive. Commu¬ 
nity members have confirmed for 
us that the Plan does reflect 


what they told us. They have 
also expressed support for the 
collaborative team approach, the 
strong community presence for 
services and the continuous com¬ 
munity input loop that is part of 
the Service Plan. 

We have also received a 
number of concerns about the 
Plan - who will be accountable 
and responsible, will confidenti¬ 
ality be ensured, will staff receive 
the support they need to provide 
good services for children and 
families? The Steering Commit¬ 
tee will be taking these concerns 
and recommendations into con¬ 
sideration as they make adjust¬ 
ments to the Plan for final sub¬ 
mission to Government in mid- 
April. Following approval of the 


Plan, an appointed Child and 
Family Services Authority will 
engage in the next planning phase 
- the development of a business 
plan, which will take the Service 
Plan to a more specific stage, by 
putting staffing and dollar fig¬ 
ures to the strategies for exam¬ 
ple. 

The Steering Committee is 
pleased with the feedback re¬ 
ceived from community members 
to date. We need to continue to 
hear from you, the community, 
to ensure the Service Plan will 
meet the needs of children and 
families in our Region. Contact

IT’S ABOUT THE RIGHT TO BE HEARD. 

On April 2, 1998, the Supreme Court of Canada read sexual orientation into Alberta's human rights legislation. 

This means that Albertans can now lodge complaints with the Human Rights and Citizenship Commission if they believe they have 
been discriminated against because of their sexual orientation. This gives all Albertans the right to lodge a complaint on the ground of sexual 
orientation, just as they now have the right to lodge a complaint on the other protected grounds such as race, religious beliefs and gender. 
Many Albertans have questions about the court's decision. Here are some of the most common questions, along with the answers. 


Q. WHAT DOES THIS DECISION MEAN 
TO ALBERTANS? 

A. It means that Albertans cannot be 
discriminated against on the basis 
of sexual orientation in these areas: 

• publications, signs and notices; 

• goods, services, facilities and 
accommodations that are normally 
available to the public, such as stores 
and nightclubs; 

• rental accommodation; 

• employment practices, such as hiring, 
firing and conditions of employment; 

• employment applications or 
advertisements; and 

• membership in trade unions or 
professional associations. 

This means that people cannot be refused 
rental accommodation, service in a 
restaurant, or employment simply because 
of their sexual orientation. However, 
landlords may refuse to rent accomodation 
to individuals with poor credit records or 
poor tenancy references, regardless of their 
sexual orientation. Similarly, restaurants 
may refuse to serve individuals who are 
not behaving appropriately, and employers 
may refuse to hire unqualified applicants, 
regardless of their sexual orientation. 


Q. CAN THERE BE EXCEPTIONS TO THIS 
RULING DUE TO OTHER FACTORS 
SUCH AS RELIGIOUS BELIEFS? 

A. YES. In some cases, rights can be limited 
if the limits are reasonable and justifiable 
in the circumstances. 

For example, in 1995 the Supreme Court of 
Canada ruled in the “Egan” case that 
although denying pension benefits to same- 
sex couples was discriminatory, it was still 
reasonable in this case. In other cases, the 
courts have allowed discrimination in 
employment because of religious beliefs. 

In Alberta, exceptions like this are provided 
for in Section 11.1 of the Human Rights , 
Citizenship and Multiculturahsm Act , 
which states that “A contravention of this 
Act shall be deemed not to have occurred if 
the person who is alleged to have 
contravened the Act shows that the alleged 
contravention was reasonable and 
justifiable in the circumstances.” 


Q. WILL ALBERTA SCHOOLS NOW BE 
OBLIGED TO INCLUDE GAY SEX 
EDUCATION IN SCHOOL CURRICULUM? 

A. NO. School curriculum is set by Alberta 
Education and individual school boards, 
not by the Human Rights, Citizenship and 
Multiculturalism Act. 

Q. DOES THE COURTS DECISION AFFECT 
FAMILY LAWS IN ALBERTA? 

A. NO. The Supreme Court’s ruling on sexual 
orientation only applies to Alberta’s Human 
Rights, Citizenship and Multiculturalism 
Act. It does not change existing laws with 
regard to family issues such as same-sex 
marriages and adoption. 

Sexual orientation has been part of human 
rights legislation in many provinces for a 
number of years and nowhere in Canada 
have same-sex marriages been allowed.

Summer Farm Employment 
Programs (SFEP) applications 
will be available soon. Students 
may also be able to earn high 
school credits through the Green 
Certificate Farm Training Pro¬ 
gram (GCP). 

"SFEP provides Alberta's 
youth the opportunity to gain 
farm work experience as part of 
Alberta's Summer Temporary 
Employment Program (STEP)," 
says Christine Paproski, pro¬ 
gram delivery specialist with 
Alberta Agriculture, Food and 
Rural Development. 

"Since the program began in 
1972, it has helped more than 
36,000 young people learn more 
about farming." 


Through the program, full¬ 
time farmers receive assistance 
to hire young Albertans from 
July 1 to August 31. The Alberta 
government pays up to half of the 
employee's monthly wage to a 
maximum of $330 per month. 

"Prospective employees must 
be between 15 and 24 years of age 
and they cannot be a relative of 
theemployer," said Paproski. "Em¬ 
ployment must be a minimum of 
30 hours per week." 

Up to 500 young people will be 
accepted into the 1998 program. 
Applications forms are processed 
on a first-come, first-serve basis 
and employers and employees 
must apply together. 

Application forms and pro¬ 


gram guidelines for SFEP are 
available on May 4 from Alberta 
Agriculture, Food and Rural De¬ 
velopment field service offices. 
Application forms will be accepted 
until all program funds are com¬ 
mitted or May 29, whichever 
comes first. 

"Interested employers and 
employees should also consider 
applying for the GCP," said 
Robert Hornbrook, supervisor, 
GCP. 

"The GCP allows students to 
earn high school credits while 
learning farm skills in a practi¬ 
cal, hands-on training situation. 
Employers and employees may 
be on the SFEP and the GCP at 
the same time."

You use water in most aspects of your daily life, from cooking to cleaning to 
just plain drinking. However, this fundamental “ingredient” is often 
misunderstood. Test your water smarts with this true-or-false quiz. 

1. Hard water makes water-using appliances and fixtures hard to clean, but 
seldom causes permanent damage. 

False - Scale from hard water builds up on the inside of pipes and appliances 
just like it builds up on the outside. This buildup forces appliances to work harder 
and often less efficiently, causing premature maintenance problems over time. 

2. Reverse-osmosis filters are the best drinking-water filters available. 

False - No single filter is the best for solving all drinking-water problems; the 
best filter is the one that directly addresses your specific problems. Reverse- 
osmosis filters remove bacteria, lead, mercury, iron and other contaminants. 
Carbon filters reduce chlorine, organic materials, dissolved gases, and other 
materials that can cause water to taste and smell bad. 

3. Water that’s been softened too much won’t rinse away soap and shampoo. 

False - Water cannot be “too soft.” Washing with soft water may give a slippery 

feeling like soap hasn’t rinsed away, but that sensation is actually your skin’s 
natural softening agents. In reality, hard water clogs pores with soap residue, 
leaving skin “squeaky,” but not clean.

Ah, spring. The sweet season - and 
the time when your home needs some 
extra loving care and attention from 
you.

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Taking the office home with you 


Tips for Constructing a Home Office 


Just a couple years ago, when the 
boss said, “It’s time to relocate," you 
could expect a move to another city or 
state. Today, relocation often translates 
into a move away from the office to 
your home - giving a new meaning to 
the words “home office.” 

Because most houses were built 
before the home office boom, today’s 
typical home design may not 
accommodate special workplace needs, 
like soundproofing, wiring, lighting and 
storage space. If you plan to build a 
home office any time soon, here are 
some suggestions to improve your new 


work environment. 

SOUNDPROOFING 

Neither you nor your client needs to 
be distracted by the dog barking or baby 
crying. If possible, convert a remote room 
of the house or a dry part of the 
basement into your office. Or, if you are 
building from scratch, consider 
separating the home office from the rest 
of the house altogether, including a 
separate entrance, or construct the office 
above the garage. 

No matter where your office is 
located, installing insulation in the frame 
cavities of interior walls and floors is one 


of the best ways to absorb unwanted 
noise. For the best sound-absorption 
performance, use 31/2-inch-thick fiber 
glass insulation for two-by-four walls and 
in floors above and below the office. The 
additional sound-absorption value for 
insulation thickness higher than 31/2 
inches is minimal. 

To further control noise, add resilient 
metal channels between drywall and 
studs or joists. Resilient channels break 
the sound-vibration path through a 
wall’s or ceiling’s wood studs or joists, 
thereby keeping the office quieter. Once 
unfaced insulation is installed between 
the studs, nail the channel directly to the 
studs or joists, approximately 24 inches 
on center and running perpendicular to 


Remember to forecast for the future. 
Don’t overlook the importance of such 
technologies as video conferencing. 
While video conferencing systems are 
somewhat cost prohibitive today, more 
affordable systems with improved 
viewing are around the comer. Although 
it’s unclear how these new video 
systems will be wired, by incorporating 
both category 5 computer wire and 
coaxial cable into your wiring scheme, it 
is a safe bet you won’t need to rewire 
your office down the road. 

LIGHTING 

Make sure your office has good 
lighting, both artificial and natural. A 
lighting store can help you customize 
your lighting needs. If it’s not already 
part of the room, I recommend installing 
a window or skylight in the office. Not

Install an adequate number of phone 
lines and electrical jacks to keep the 
room flexible. You always should consult 
an electrician to be sure there are 
enough circuits to handle your electrical 
needs for both now and the future. If you 
plan to centralize your desk, ask the 
electrician to wire outlets in the middle 
of your floor to eliminate stretching 
cables and phone lines across the floor.

You never can have enough storage 
space, and as you prosper, so do your 
filing needs.

For Rick Lilly and his fam¬ 
ily their love of art has come 
full circle. 

The family has bought and 
replanted The Art Circle to 
Didsbury from its Calgary 
roots. 

They replanted their own 
roots in Didsbury about six 
years ago with the intention 
of eventually realizing their 
dream of owning a small busi¬ 
ness. 

In June, they will open the 
doors to invite Didsburians to 
share in their dream. 

Inside the doors will lay an 
art gallery, a framing store, 
an art supply outlet and a 
warm atmosphere. 

"I think people are going to 
be surprised at how much di¬ 
versity we are going to offer," 
says Lilly. 

To get to that point how¬ 
ever, has taken several 
months. He has been seeking 
out a perfect location and be¬ 
lieves he has found it on Main 
Street. Then, he and his fam¬ 
ily have spent hours inside 
renovating everything from 
the ceiling to the floor to make 
room for everything he plans 
to have in store. 

Lilly has something that he 
believes some artists lack, a 
business sense. Although, he 
himself has long been an art¬ 
ist in hobby, he has spent most 
of his life managing businesses 
around the west. 

He is hoping that his expe¬ 
rience in both art and busi¬ 
ness will combine to create a 
successful business. 

"This is something that I've 
wanted to do all of my life. I 
can't remember a time when I 
didn't have a pencil or paint¬ 
brush in my hand," he says. 

However, he adds that he 
will not be showcasing much 
of his own work, but rather 
the working of local artists 
and some of the big nature art 
names like Robert Bateman. 

"This is not about what I 
am doing, it is about what the 
local artists are doing," says 
Lilly. He says he intends to 
make The Art Circle a place to 
highlight what he believes to 
be the tremendous amount of 
local talent. 

Being an artist, Lilly pays 
much attention to details like 
the over 100 spotlights that he 
is installing to bring out the 
details in each piece of art. 

Lilly says there will be some¬ 
thing in his store for every¬ 


one. Prices will range from 
$50 for a print to $50,000 for 
an original. 

Despite the beauty of the art 
gallery, Lilly says he wants peo¬ 
ple to know that it is a place for 
everyone to be a part of. 

"It is not about buying or 
selling art, it is about showing 
its beauty," he says. 

The gallery will be just a part 
of the business. 

The framing end of it will be 
the core, he says. The whole 
back of the store will be where 
that part of the business will be 
located. 

To make his store unique, 
and not just any framing store, 
he has leapt into the computer 
age. Instead of using corner 
samples of one of the thousands 
and thousands of frames and 
mats, Lilly can give customers 
a virtual look at their com¬ 
pleted piece of art. He has a 
computer program that allows 
a customer to select different 
frames in different colors and 
different sizes. It can also mat 
your print in different colors 
and sizes. The computer then 
takes all of the selected infor¬ 
mation and compiles a complete 
piece for the customers exami¬ 
nation. Lilly says this provides 
literally thousands of possibili¬ 
ties for each customer. 

A completed framing job is 
done with conservation mu¬ 
seum quality mounting, which 
means it should last at least 500 
years. 

Quality is the key. 

The framing business is the 
part that Lilly hopes to keep at 
a steady growth and eventually 
plans to hire some local people 
to work in the back shop, where 
the company will make its own 
frames for local and out of town 
customers. 

Out in front, Lilly points out 
with a vision where the art 
supplies will be in the store. He 
says he will carry almost every¬ 
thing any local artists would 
need to do their work. 

In all of the aspects of The 
Art Circle Lilly wants to bring 
out local talent and he encour¬ 
ages any working artists to call 
him regarding their work. 

"What I want to do is to get 
the local artists involved in the 
store as much as possible," he 
says. Lilly is even considering 
starting an art club atmosphere 
for young and old alike.

There is increased interest 
in supplementing pastures to 
consistently achieve competi¬ 
tive gains and feed conversions. 
Producers have many choices 
including no supplements, 
saltmineral combinations, pri¬ 
marily energy, primarily pro¬ 
tein or a combination of energy 
and protein supplements. 

Supplements are not re¬ 
quired on pasture but there are 
times when supplements are a 
cost effective method of enhanc¬ 
ing gains or extending the pas¬ 
ture period. The following gen¬ 
eral points relate to what kind 
of supplement is most suitable 
to meet grazingyearlings needs 
on a tame pasture: 

1. Trace minerals are usu¬ 
ally deficient and should be sup¬ 
plemented either on a free 
choice basis if no supplement is 
fed or within the supplement 
when appropriate. 

2. A protein supplement can 
increase forage intake, espe¬ 
cially for high fibre, low pro¬ 
tein forages. Protein supple¬ 
ments can enhance forage di¬ 
gestibility and generally do not 
result in substitution of sup¬ 
plement for forage intake. The 
choice within the protein sup¬ 
plements is complicated by the 
portion of protein available in 
the rumen (DIP - degradable 
intake protein) or the small in¬ 
testine (UIP - undegradable 
intake protein). High fibre di¬ 
ets need DIP. 

3. Energy supplements (pri¬ 
marily grain) fed at 0.4 to 0.6% 
of body weight on a forage diet 
do not significantly reduce for¬ 
age digestibility and forage in¬ 
take. At higher energy supple¬ 
ment intakes, animals will sub¬ 
stitute the supplement for 
available forage. Energy sup¬ 
plements work best when for¬ 
age dry matter availability is 
restricted, for extending the 
pasture or when limit fed in 
small quantities. 

4. Stockpiled spring: Gain is 
restricted by high fibre, low 
crude protein and low DIP. This 
suggests reduced intakes due 
to slower degradation of fibre. 
Preferred supplements are 
those that can supply DIP. They 
include molasses and urea pro¬ 
tein supplements in liquid and 
block form or grain and urea 
supplements. Energy (grain) 
supplements with urea or other 
DIP protein sources are accept¬ 
able at limited levels. 

5. Late May and June: Pas¬ 
ture is low in effective fibre and 
supplies more DIP than re¬ 
quired. The low effective fibre 
will result in less rumination, a 
more acidic rumen pH and a 
decrease in microbial protein 
production. Preferred supple¬ 
ments are high in effective fi¬ 


bre and include limited 
amounts of stored hay, straw or 
perhaps beet pulp. This is not a 
time to feed energy from grain. 

6. July, August and Early 
September: The July to early 
September time period is ex¬ 
tremely variable for forage qual¬ 
ity and availability and is de¬ 
pendant on the grazer's skills 
in managing the forage to meet 
the growing animals needs. The 
potential for lower gains exists. 
Preferred supplements will 
depend on owner objectives and 
forage management ie. grazed 
continuously, grazed by control¬ 
led methods and grazing sever¬ 
ity. Limit feed energy supple¬ 
ments if extending the pasture 
is a high objective. Energy sup¬ 
plements could be whole oats, 
processed barley, processed 
grain screenings, commercial 
range pellets and cubes. Sup¬ 
plement protein when pasture 
dry matter is available but pas¬ 


ture has been continuously or 
rotationally grazed at low stock 
intensities and much of the 
stand is mature. DIP may be 
marginal. Intake of both energy 
and protein supplements must 
be restricted to optimize gain 
and feed efficiency response. 

7. Late September and Fall: 
Maintaining high gains will be 
related to high non structural 
carbohydrates, fresh feed daily 
and fresh water. Effective fi¬ 
bre, DIP and UIP will be vari¬ 
able from year to year depend¬ 
ing on soil moisture, plant 
regrowth and pasture manage¬ 
ment skills. The preferred sup¬ 
plements will be similar to the 
July, August, early September 
period. DIP may be marginal 
and is the protein type of choice 
to supplement. Feed conver¬ 
sions calculated as pounds dry 
matter per pound of additional 
gain will only be competitive if 
the energy or protein supple¬ 
ment is limit fed.

From elevator to port: 

For the week of April 6 to 12, 
rail car unloads for the six major 
grains surpassed target at Van¬ 
couver with 2,730 cars unloading 
(target: 2,630). Unloads totalled 
853 (target: 870) at Prince Rupert. 
At Thunder Bay, unloads totalled 
1,692 (target: 2,260). 

Primary elevator space in¬ 
creased across the Prairies last 
week, averaging 29% space com¬ 
pared to 26% space the week be¬ 
fore. Manitoba elevators averaged 
28% space, Saskatchewan eleva¬ 
tors averaged 33% space and Al¬ 
berta elevators averaged 26% 
space. 


Barley prices have fallen in re¬ 
cent months due in part to a drop 
in demand for feed barley on the 
world market. In particular, Saudi 
Arabia's demand for feed barley is 
down significantly from last year. 
Saudi Arabi, the world's largest 
market for feed barley, received 
heavy rains in the November- 
January period which extended 
the average grazingperiod for live¬ 
stock, such as camels, sheep and 
goats. The country's pastures can 
usually feed its livestock for about 
one month, but the largest amount 
of rainfall increased that to three 
or four months. In order to attract 
more market share due to falling 
demand, the EU has increased its 
export subsidies in the past 
month. The EU subsidy currently 
stands at about Cdn$70 per tonne, 
which has pressured world prices 
lower. A nearby sale of EU barley 
has been confirmed in California, 
a major barley market. If EU feed 
barley enters the California mar¬ 
ket at competitive price levels, it 
will put further pressure on US 
domestic feed grain. Besides Saudi 
demand being down about two 
million tonnes from expectations, 
other suppliers such as Russia and 
the Ukraine have increased ex¬ 
ports of barley.

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pasture gains - and saving your pasture

We are always looking for any 
way we can increase our profits, 
one way is increase the amount 
of output we market, pounds of 
calves weaned for instance. So 
how can we increase our pasture 
gains. The first way is allow the 
grass to get off to a good start 
before being clipped by the graz¬ 
ing animal. For our native spe¬ 
cies this may not be for a couple of 
months or so at least. For our 
tame species of grass that may be 
as soon as a month. Another way 
is to add some extra feeds to the 
pasture such as creep feeding. 
The main purpose of creep feed¬ 
ing is to increase the amount of 
protein and energy available to 
the calf. 

There are many recipes for 
creep feeds and many levels of 
costs. One of the more common 
feeds used is whole oats. This 
provides the calf with a grain 
source that is perceived to be 
"safe" or not as "hot" as barley. 
The biggest advantages of oats 
over barley is oats results in less 
digestive upsets than barley does. 
It did the trick most times, but 
processing the oats would have 
provided a better utilization of 
the grain and made the gains 
better given the amount of feed. 


The use of lick tanks, and protein 
supplements, such as 32% sup¬ 
plement are also alternatives. 
They give the added kick and 
certainly helps with gains but we 
often have uneven consumption. 

What should go into a creep 
feed. We need to provide about 
13% crude protein in fair pas¬ 
tures and 16% crude protein 
when pastures are in poor shape 
or late in the season. The creep 
should be providing about 3.0 
Mcal/Kg of digestible energy, 
.07% calcium and .5% phospho¬ 
rus. Processing allows from in¬ 
creased utilization but over 
processing causes fines and dusts 
that create other problems with 
digestion and respiratory sys¬ 
tems. 

But when should a creep feed 
be provided. Calves sucking good 
milking dams on good pasture 
will gain little from creep feed¬ 
ing. So when we are running into 
reduced pasture quality, either 
late in the year or because of 
drought, you will likely get a good 
response. Also the age of the calf 
plays a role. The younger calves 
don't require as much nutrition¬ 
ally and most likely will get all 
their nutritional needs from the 
cow. Older larger calves will likely 
need extra. One research trial 
suggested that calves older than 
90 days received only 1/2 of their

Getting everything ready in 
advance of the busy spring seed¬ 
ing season contributes to effi¬ 
ciency and safety. Lack of plan¬ 
ning and equipment break¬ 
downs increase lost time which 
puts the pressure on to hurry 
up.

Here is a safety check list 
that can help with pre-season 
preparations, can help to train 
farm workers, and reduce eve¬ 
ryone's risk of injury. 

1. Operators can save valu¬ 
able time while taking in a few 
safety tips by reading the ma¬ 
chine manual for maintenance 
suggestions and cautionary re¬ 
minders. 

2. Block that cultivator up 
while changing those worn 
chisels or sweeps. Shut the trac¬ 
tor off and put the key in your 
pocket when you are under that 
chisel plow. 

3. Check all those cultivator 
or harrow tires, wheel bearings 
and hydraulic hoses and fix 
them before the custom appli¬ 
cator shows up with pre emer¬ 
gent herbicide, fertilizer, and 


canola seed. He is not going to 
wait for you to fix your incorpo¬ 
ration equipment. 

4. Wear close fitting cover¬ 
alls, keep a pair of sturdy gloves 
handy to protect yourself when 
changing cultivator plow bolts. 
If you are using an impact 
wrench think about how much 
racket it makes and cover up 
your ears. 

5. Be prepared for fire. Pow¬ 
ered equipment should carry a 
fire extinguisher. 

6. Keep everyone who is not 
involved in the operation away 
from equipment whether it is 
being serviced in the yard, or 
being operated in the field. In 
particular children are at high 
risk for injury or death around 
farm equipment, and you don't 
want to have to live with that 
do you? 

7. Is there a family member 
who has turned 14 years of age 
during the winter and will be 
helping put the crop in this 
spring? Have you provided a 
safe example for your new 
helper by showing them how, 
and making sure they know 
basic safety precautions. 

Remember, safety is an atti¬ 
tude, so from Mountain View 
Partners for Farm Health and 
Safety take a break for safety's 
sake, and save a little work for 
tomorrow.

requirements from the cows 
milk. This shortfall due to low 
milk production also holds true 
for first and second calf heifers. 
Their calves may experience bet¬ 
ter response from creep than 
mature cows. 

An extra benefit is that if a 
calf consumes creep feed the 


extra forage saved could help 
stretch the grazing season out 
for the rest of the cow herd or 
leave the grass in better shape 
for next season. 

Creep feeding does have a 
disadvantage. If the calves have 
received too much creep they 
main gain slower in the feedlot 


especially early in the feeding pe¬ 
riod. It may also be an expensive 
proposition when calf prices are 
low and grai n or supplement prices 
are high. 

Creep feeding may provide an 
increase in profits if the creep price 
is relatively cheap, calf prices are 
strong ana pasture is in fair to 
poor shape.

The Olds College "Steer-a- 
Year" trial began in 1984. The 
steers are fed in the same envi¬ 
ronments using the same feed 
under strictly monitored condi¬ 
tions. All the breeds are housed 
together, but in separate breed 
pens. 

The steers are purchased by 
the College through breed asso¬ 
ciation representatives, ex- 


Blonde d'Aquitaine crossbred 
steers are leading the way for 
weight gains among 14 beef 
breeds. That strong statement is 
backed-up by solid data from the 
1997-98 Olds (Alta) College 
"Steer-A-Year" trial. 

The annual trial, conducted 
by the college's Animal Science 
department, runs from October 
to April. The test compares five 
steers from differing breeds dur¬ 
ing the 140-day time frame (five 
28-day weigh periods). 

Olds' data showed the Blonde 
d'Aquitaine steers leading in the 
Average Daily Gain (ADG) cat¬ 
egory, averaging 3.83 lbs/day per 
head for the first weigh period. 
At the second weighing date, Jan. 
7, the five steers were gaining at 
3.80 lbs/day, which placed them 
first again (tied with another 
breed). The Blonde steers 
weighed an average of 747 lbs. 
each when the test began on Nov. 
5,1997. At the first 28-day weigh, 
they had gained 129 lbs. each to 
reach 995 lbs on average. 

Ultrasound results showed the 


Laughton said. 

On the field with the highest 
disease incident, the fungicide 
treatment gave 2.2 ton per acre 
yield increase for a net dollar 
return of $39.20 an acre. Where 
the disease incident was mod¬ 
erate, the treatment yielded a 
0.6 ton per acre increase for a 
net dollar return of $3.60 an 
acre. 

To reduce the incidence of 
Net Blotch and Scald, both of 
which over-winter on straw and 
stubble, Laughton suggests pro¬ 
ducers keep three key points in 
mind: 

1. Use rotations to break dis¬ 
ease cycles. 

2. Seed barley varieties most 
resistant to Net Blotch and 
Scald. 

3. Understand the condi¬ 
tions that favour foliar disease 
development and be prepared 
to apply a fungicide. 

"My rule of thumb is that if 
you walk through a field at 11 
o'clock in the morning and your 
boots are wet, then the condi¬ 
tions are ripe for foliar disease 
development," said Laughton. 
"And a problem is especially 
likely if that field was severely 
infected in previous years." 

The bottom line: "A severely 
diseased barley field that's cut 
for silage would be the same as 
harvesting alfalfa without the 
leaves," he said. 

The FFCA. which celebrates 
its 25th anniversary in 1998, is 
a producer-focused organiza¬ 
tion with close to 150 members 
in the area west of Highway 2, 
south to Pincher Creek and 
north to Olds. 

The association collects and 
disseminates information 
about quality forage production 
and sound agronomic practices. 


The same foliar diseases that 
cause barley grain losses also 
have a negative impact on bar¬ 
ley grown for silage or forage, 
says Dennis Laughton, an 
agronomist with the Foothills 
Forage Co-op Association 
(FFCA). Laughton recently 
wrapped up a research project 
to evaluate the effects of foliar 
diseases on the yield and qual¬ 
ity of barley silage. The study 
included four barley fields, two 
near High River, one at Airdrie 
and another at Olds. 

The study looked at Net 
Blotch and Scald. Both "can 
cause premature leaf death and 
significantly reduce the photo¬ 
synthetic ability of the plant," 
explains Laughton. Cereal pro¬ 
ducers note a loss in grain pro¬ 
duction. 

"In silage crops, you lose the 
plants ability to produce leaves. 
Leaves are the plant's key pro¬ 
tein source - and are the most 
highly digestible part of the bar¬ 
ley plant." 

The research focused on the 
specific needs of forage produc¬ 
ers and evaluated the use of the 
fungicide, Tilt. Novartis pro¬ 
vided the fungicide at no cost. 

"Most of the research shows 
Tilt's ability to increase cereal 
yields. In keeping with Foot¬ 
hills Forage's mandate to look 
specifically at forage produc¬ 
tion, we wanted to evaluate the 
economic advantages of using 
the fungicide on barley grown 
for forage or silage," Laughton 
said. 

"We were able to show that 
Tilt is an efficient, and cost- 
effective control of foliar dis¬ 
eases in severely and moder¬ 
ately infected barley fields,"

Every time Tony Van Holland 
steps into one of his cars, it is 
like stepping into a time machine. 

His once interest in cars, has 
since sped into a passion for an¬ 
tique vehicles, some dating as 
far back as 1929. 

"I always thought that when I 
retired and I got enough money, 
that this is what I would do," he 
says. 

Van Holland has been restor¬ 
ing his antique cars since 1980, 
and it was his first year out of the 
starting block when he won his 
first awards which only served 
to heat up his interest. 

Now, 18 years later, Van Hol¬ 
land has put many hours of 
blood, sweat and tears into five 
completed treasures, and a cou¬ 
ple on the go. 

His "pride and joy" is his 1935 
Packard that he spent more than 
two years restoring from the 
frame up. 

"I had to go right through the 
whole thing," he says with not an 
ounce of frustration, but rather 
a swell of pride. Van Holland 
says that particular one, which 
he dug out of Montana, was in 
really bad shape. 

One would never guess that 
looking at the perfectly shiny 
wheel wells, and immaculate 
leather interior. 

As Van Holland leans over the 
car to point out its best parts, his 
reflection bounces off the hood 
of the car and one can easily see 
his passion for his hobby. 

He points out that parts for 
these antique vehicles are hard 
to come by, but he attends every 
swap meet that he can to find 
original pieces. 

And, when that doesn't work, 
no problem, he labors for hours 
on end over creating the part 
himself from scratch, like he has 
done with the grates on the side 
of the 35 Packard. 

"It's a classic," he says as he 
brushes off a scuff mark. 

But the '35 Packard is just 
one of the four antique cars Van 
Holland has on the go these days. 
There is the 1946 Packard that 
is almost complete, the 1935 
Chevy and the 1929 Chevy, all of 
which sit in the quadruple ga¬ 
rage in his backyard. 

Attention to detail is what 
makes his cars award winning. 
Van Holland has made sure to 
find the original licence plates 
for each one, and he even touches 
those up with a steady hand. 

"I just really enjoy doing it," 
he says.

Despite what it looks like, Van 
Holland has never had any for¬ 
mal mechanical training. He is 
self-taught. 

"I always wanted to be a me¬ 
chanic," he says and now that 
he's retired he can and does. 

Van Holland is obviously very 
proud of what he does and likes 
to show it off. Right inside his 
front door is a display case that 
highlights the awards that he 
has won participating local fairs 
and parades. Also inside the case 
is a story. 

He and his wife were on a trip 
to England, and while travelling 
the countryside they met a man 
who also restored antique cars. 
The man showed Van Holland 
his 1935 Packard, but told him 
that he could not drive it be¬ 
cause he could not find the brake 
drum that he needed anywhere 
in the county. Van Holland told 
the man that he had one at home 
in Canada and was willing to 
ship it out to him. 

"He jumped about this high," 
says Van Holland while motion¬ 
ing about a foot off the ground. 
He likes to tell that story and 
show off the framed portrait of 
that man and his car in the Eng¬ 
lish Countryside. The portrait is 
signed, "Thanks."
